Ill  JOSEPH  BOLEN 
Born  May  22,  1843 


Died  June  4,  1921 


Joseph  Bolen  was  horn  in  southern  Ohio.  He  was  the  son  of  Alex¬ 
ander  and  Lydia  Bolen.  At  the  age  of  eight  years,  his  parents  moved  to 
Logan  County,  then  later  to  Union  County.  At  the  age  of  18  years, 
Joseph  Bolen  enlisted  in  the  service  of  his  country,  serving  in  the 
14th  Ohio  Battery  for  more  than  three  years,  when  he  was  honorably 
discharged. 

On  Feb.  23,  1867,  Joseph  Bolen  was  united  in  marriage  to  Mary  A. 
Rea.  This  union  was  blessed  with  six  children. 


MARY  A.  REA  BOLEN 

Born  Sept.  11,  1848  Died  April  1,  1927 

Mary  A.  Rea  was  the  daughter  of  John  and  Lucinda  Rea.  She  was 
born  in  Ohio  and  lived  there  until  1872  when  she  moved  to  Starke 
County,  Ind.,  with  her  husband  and  children.  Mary  A.  Rea  Bolen  was 
a  very  affectionate  mother  and  grandmother,  and  was  always  willing 
to  lend  a  helping  hand  wherever  needed.  She  was  always  interested  in 
civic  and  church  affairs  and  was  a  kind  and  friendly  nieghbor. 

Joseph  and  Mary  A  Bolen  had  three  children  bom  to  them  while 
they  still  lived  in  Ohio,  Earnest,  Eddie  Rea,  and  Alonzo  Bolen.  In  1872, 
Joseph  and  Mary  A.  Bolen  moved  to  Starke  County,  Indiana.  They  lived 
that  first  winter  in  a  log  cabin  with  a  dirt  floor.  It  was  truly  a  winter 
filled  with  hardships.  This  log  cabin  was  located  across  the  river  about 
two  miles  north  of  the  home  they  built  later.  After  this  first  winter, 
they  moved  to  another  log  cabin  west  of  the  home  they  built  four  years 
later.  It  was  in  this  log  cabin  where  two  of  their  children  were  bom, 
Izora  and  Lyman. 

In  1886,  the  Joseph  Bolen  family  moved  into  their  new  home,  where 
they  lived  until  about  the  year  1918,  when  he  retired  and  they  moved 
to  Knox,  Ind.,  where  they  lived  until  they  passed  away. 

Joseph  and  Mary  Bolen  were  prosperous  farmers,  and  were  known 
and  respected  in  their  community.  They  were  truly  pioneers.  They 
enjoyed  having  their  family  together  and  enjoyed  their  grandchildren  tof 
the  utmost.  The  welcome  mat  was  always  out  to  the  many  friends, 
neighbors  and  relatives  that  came  to  their  home. 

Joseph  and  Mary  Bolen  both  died  following  paralytic  strokes.  They 
are  'both  buried  in  the  Oak  Park  Cemetery,  south  of  Knox,  Ind. 

Following  are  the  records  of  Joseph  and  Mary  Bolen’s  children  and 
grandchildren. 
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(1)  EARNEST  O.  BOLEN 
Born  Feb.  18,  1868 


Died  Jan.  25,  1911 


Earnest  O.  Bolen,  first  son  bom  to  Joseph  and  Mary  Bolen,  was 
bom  in  Union  County,  Ohio.  He  taught  school  for  a  number  of  years. 
He  later  was  engaged  in  farming  until  he  was  compelled  to  give  up 
farming  because  of  illness.  His  sickness  lasted  over  a  period  of  about 
fourteen  years,  having  been  confined  to  his  bed  for  about  nine  years. 
He  was  patient  and  cheerful,  never  complaining.  His  family  did  all  in 
their  power  to  make  the  many  weary  years  as  bright  and  pleasant  as 
possible.  His  life  was  measured  by  the  never  failing  test,  “By  their 
fruits  ye  shall  know  them.”  He  passed  away  at  the  home  of  his  parents 
in  Washington  township,  on  Jan.  25,  1911,  and  is  buried  in  the  Crown 
Hill  Cemetery,  east  of  Knox,  Ind, 
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(2)  EDDIE  REA  BOLEN 
Born  Dec.  27,  1869 


Died  April  11,  1949 


Eddie  Rea  Bolen,  son  of  Joseph  and  Mary  Bolen,  was  bora  in 
Logan  County,  Ohio. 

He  moved  with  his  parents  to  Starke  County,  Ind.,  when  he  was 
trwo  years  old. 

On  Nov.  25,  1894,  Eddie  Rea  Bolen  and  Miss  Ettie  Estella  Piper 
were  united  in  marriage.  The  wedding  took  place  in  the  Piper  home 
near  Bass  Lake,  Ind. 

Rea,  as  he  was  better  known,  was  a  farmer  for  many  years.  His 
last  farm  was  located  in  Marshall  County.  In  1943  they  sold  their  farm 
and  moved  to  Culver,  Indiana.  He  was  a  happy,  good  natured  person  and 
a  very  hard  working  man.  His  health  failed  very  fast  after  retiring  and 
he  passed  away  April  11,  1949.  He  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Culver  Ceme¬ 
tery. 

ETTIE  ESTELLA  PIPER  BOLEN 
Born  Nov.  25,  1876 

Ettie  Estella  Piper,  wife  of  Eddie  Rea  Bolen,  was  born  in  Kosciusko 
County.  She  was  married  to  Eddie  Rea  Bolen,  Nov.  25,  1894.  Stella  and 
Rea  Bolen  spent  their  married  life  in  Starke  and  Marshall  Counties, 
where  they  raised  their  three  children,  Willis  Earl  Bolen,  Dorothy  Opal 
Bolen  and  Beulah  Harriet  Bolen. 


WILLIS  EARL  BOLEN 
Born  Sept.  10,  1895 

Willis  Earl  Bolen,  son  of  Eddie  Rea  and  Estella  Bolen,  was  bora 
in  Washington  township  in  Starke  County.  He  attended  school  in  Starke 
County.  His  four  years  of  high  school  were  spent  in  Culver,  where  he 
graduated.  Earl  taught  school  in  Starke  and  Marshall  Counties,  where 
he  received  $42.50  per  month  salary. 

Earl  served  in  World  War  I  from  October,  1917,  to  March,  1919. 
He  received  overseas  orders,  but  peace  was  declared  before  he  was 
shipped  out. 

Earl  Bolen  and  Miss  Cleo  M.  Hissong  were  united  in  marriage  on 
Aug.  20,  1921.  They  lived  for  about  five  years  in  South  Dakota.  During 
that  time  Earl  taught  school.  They  returned  to  Indiana  and  lived  in 
Culver  and  Plymouth,  later  moving  to  Indianapolis  where  Earl  started 
to  work  in  the  Indianapolis  post  office  on  Aug.  21,  1941.  Two  children 
were  bora  to  Cleo  and  Earl  Bolen. 

After  a  long  illness  deo  passed  away  on  April  4,  1956.  She  is  buried 
in  Crown  Hill  Cemetery  at  Indianapolis,  Ind.

THE  REA  FAMILY  HISTORY 


The  following  is  copied  in  part  from  a  paper  that  has  been  handed 
down  to  this  writer. 


On  the  paternal  side  we  trace  the  lineage  through  John  W.,  David 
and  John,  to  Robert  Rea.  Each  one  was  the  oldest  of  his  father’s  family. 


Robert  Rea,  whose  ancestry  were  Scotch  of  Celtic  origin,  settled  in 
Culpepper  County,  Virginia,  about  the  year  1760  and  removed  to  Logan 
County,  Ohio,  in  1803. 


On  the  maternal  side,  his  ancestry  were  of  strictly  Puritan  stock, 
moving  from  Massachusetts  to  New  York,  thence  to  Ohio,  in  1836.  The 
maternal  grandmother  of  Mary  A.  Rea  Bolen,  whose  maiden  name  was 
Dunham,  was  a  first  cousin  to  John  Hancock,  their  mothers  being  sisters. 


According  to  another  record,  Robert  Rea  was  the  first  of  the  Rea 
family  that  came  to  America,  and  he  was  an  Irishman.  It  was  also  told 
to  this  writer  that  the  Skidmore  family  came  to  America  on  the  same 
boat.  Also  Robert  Rea’s  son,  John  Rea,  lived  in  Tennessee.  This  John 
Rea  was  the  father  of  David  Rea.

DAVID  REA 


David  Rea  was  a  soldier  in  the  War  of  1812.  David  Rea’s  first 
wife  was  Shelia  Skidmore.  They  were  married  in  Logan  County,  Ohio. 

David  and  Shelia  Rea  were  early  pioneers  in  Logan  County.  David 
secured  his  land  through  profits  of  a  sugar  camp.  For  his  auger  used 
in  tapping  sugar  trees,  he  paid  two  coon  skins,  and  was  compelled  to 
go  to  Urbana,  Ohio,  a  distance  of  twenty  miles,  to  get  the  auger. 

He  cleared  the  land  and  built  a  log  cabin  where  they  made  their 
home. 

Shelia  died  in  childbirth  when  her  first  child,  John  W.  Rea,  was  bom. 

David  Rea  later  married  Shelia’s  sister,  Ruth  Skidmore.  Ruth  Skid¬ 
more  Rea  was  bom  April  11,  1806. 

David  and  Ruth  Rea  were  the  parents  of  six  children.

John  W.  Rea  was  the  first  child  bom  to  David  Rea,  and  he  was 
Shelia  Rea’s  only  child.  John  W.  Rea  was  bom  in  Logan  County,  Ohio. 

On  Oct.  20,  1842,  John  W.  Rea  was  married  to  Miss  Lucinda  M. 
Wait,  of  Union  County,  Ohio. 

John  and  Lucinda  Rea  lived  in  Ohio  until  their  children  were  edu¬ 
cated  and  married. 

In  the  spring  of  1872  John  and  Lucinda  moved  to  a  farm  near  Ober, 
Indiana.  They  lived  on  this  farm  until  their  deaths.  They  are  both  buried 
in  the  Crown  Hill  Cemetery,  east  of  Knox,  Indiana. 


LUCINDA  (WAIT)  REA 

Bom  Sept.  8,  1821.  Died  Aug.  22,  1895. 

Lucinda  Rea,  wife  of  John  W.  Rea,  received  her  teacher’s  license 
on  April  10,  1835.  She  taught  school  in  Barre,  New  York,  where  she 
grew  to  womanhood.  She  taught  school  about  the  years  of  1835-1840. 
Her  salary  was  eight  and  one-third  dollars  ($8%)  a  month.  She  boarded 
with  her  scholars,  taking  turns  in  one  home  then  another.  What  a  treat 
it  was  to  have  the  teacher  in  the  home  for  a  week  or  two. 

Lucinda  never  learned  to  use  a  steel  pen.  She  always  did  her  writ¬ 
ing  with  a  quill.  In  later  years  when  she  wanted  to  write  a  letter  she 
would  go  to  the  barnyard,  secure  a  quill,  and  make  the  only  kind  of 
pen  she  cared  to  use.

Bom  Oct.  13,  1843.  Died  Jan.  6,  1911. 

Oliver  A.  Rea  was  born  in  Union  County,  Ohio.  He  received  his 
common  school  education  in  Union  County.  He  attended  National  Nor¬ 
mal  University  in  Lebanon,  Ohio.  He  taught  in  the  public  schools  in 
Ohio  and  Indiana  for  ten  years.  He  began  the  study  of  medicine  in  1872 
while  yet  teaching  at  West  Mansfield,  Ohio,  with  Joshua  R.  Skidmore, 
M.D.  Oliver  Rea  attended  the  Cincinnati  College  of  Medicine  and  Surg¬ 
ery  and  the  Hospital  College  of  Medicine,  Medical  Department,  Central 
University  of  Kentucky,  Louisville.  Prom  the  latter  of  the  institutions 
he  was  graduated,  valedictorian  of  the  class,  in  June,  1883.  He  com¬ 
menced  the  private  practice  of  medicine  in  August,  1876,  at  Knox,  In¬ 
diana,  continuing  there  until  March,  1880,  when  he  moved  to  Marmont 
(now  Culver,  Ind.). 

Oliver  A.  Rea  lived  a  busy  and  interesting  life.  He  belonged  to  medi¬ 
cal  societies,  lodges,  and  was  U.  S.  pension  examining  physician  surgeon 
and  was  a  medical  examiner  for  several  insurance  companies.  Dr.  Oliver 
A.  Rea  contributed  many  articles  for  medical  literature  and  journals. 

Dr.  Rea  served  three  years  as  a  private  and  a  non-commissioned 
officer  in  the  Union  Army.  During  this  time  he  was  captured.  He 
escaped  from  the  rebels  at  Staunton,  W.  Va.  H.  H.  Blakely  was  his 
companion  during  this  exciting  and  adventurous  escape.  During  this  cam¬ 
paign  they  lived  off  the  country  on  cream,  butter  and  raw  potatoes. 
During  the  twenty-one  days  of  their  escape  they  crossed  the  Allegheny 
and  Cheat  mountains  and  arrived  in  Beverly,  W.  Va.,  where  they  found 
the  28th  Ohio  and  10th  W.  Va.,  cavalry,  Union.  Dr.  Rea  was  discharged 
June  20,  1865,  the  close  of  the  war. 

On  Dec.  28,  1876,  Dr.  Rea  and  Miss  Sylvia  A.  Green  were  married. 
The  wedding  took  place  in  Marysville,  Ohio. 

Dr.  Oliver  A.  Rea  was  physician  at  the  Culver  Military  Academy 
for  ten  years.  The  Dr.  Rea  family  moved  from  Culver  to  Rochester 
in  1910. 

Dr.  Rea,  his  wife,  Sylvia,  his  daughter,  Lucretia,  and  his  son,  Wil¬ 
liam,  are  buried  in  the  I.O.O.F.  Cemetery  at  Rochester.
